LAUSANNE, Nov.: 22.—The Turks to- 
day received the first concrete evidence 
since the conference-opened that when 
they defeated Constantine’s army they 
did not win a victory over the allied 

powers. 

This morning they presented a demand 
for the holding of a plebiscite in 
Western Thrace. 
for Greece oppesed the demand, asking 
that the status of Western Thrace be 
net discussed here. The Jugoslavs and 
Rumanians supported the Greeks. 

At the afternoon session Alexander 
Stambuliwski, the Bulgarian Premier, 
asked that his.country obtain the outlet 
to the Aegean Sea through Western 
{Thrace that had been promised by the 
Allies. Replics to the Turkish and Bul- 
garian proposals were made by Lord 
Curzon, for England; Camille Barrére, 
Ambassador to Rome, for France, and 
the Marquis Garroni, for Italy. They 
said that the Allies were agreed in re- 
fusing the Turkish demand for a pleb- 
{ecite in Western Thrace. AS for the 
Bulgar demand, they were all in favor 
ef giving the Bulgars an outlet to the 
Aegean, but differed as to how 
access should be given. They showed 
that they intew@ed to leave Greece the 
sovercigniygpxer Western Jkhrace.

It has been called to my attention 
that the State Water Power Commis- 
sion is to meet in Albany tomdérrow 
morning at 10 o’clock.

But something has) gone into you 
which I thought of at the beginning 
and which I did not always under- 
stand. You seemed to me at the time— 
I should not say more independent, 
but trying to show independence. Now 
you keep very quiet among yourselves 
and go to work. You are a nation of 
workers, but at the bottom, when one 
is granted the favor of speaking with 
you, it is very clear that you are in- 
terested in all quéstions of the world. 
There is nothing anywhere on this 
Planet that dees not interest you and 
does not make you wish to put a kind 
of American finger in the pie. 


Differ from the British. 


And I found that you talked of every 
matter which might be alien to you-— 
very sensibly and with the kind wish 
to promote the welfare of mankind. 
Ha, that is where you differ from the 
great British nation. They are a 
mighty powerful pedple, they have 
done splendid work, they have fine 
men. Armhong the great works they 
have done—a little In spite of them- 
selves—is the United States of Amét- 
ica. [Laughtef and applause]. But 
after all, they Pave done ft, and it Is 
not common Work. 

I love them, I like to talk to them; 
but the action with them ts not always 
BO pleasant as with we Amerivans. I 
tried both during the war and during 
peace. I love them, I admite them 
anywhere. Wherever I go I will say 
that the British soldier is a fine, 
beautiful, magnificent soldict—stern, 
willing, capable of all sorts of endur- 
ance in all ways. I saw them really 
in the Flanders fields up to the girdie, 
looking every one like & tub of mui, 
there and never to be moved. 

There were days When I cane te this 
admirable man, General Plummeér, and 
asked him what he was going to do, 
expecting that he was going to answer 
‘“‘IT am going to retire,””. Smiling with 
his good face he said, ''I will go for- 
ward by and by.”’ [Applause]. De- 
pendable stock. But don't. be too 
eager. Teach them to respect you as 
they want to respéct you, because they 
deserve it. With America the part is so 
difficult, it is in a way something of 
the heart going io the heart. I @on't 
know What it is. 


Brave as 


I don’t think they are any braver 
than any other soldiers, but they are 
as brave aS a man can be—and that is 
to say something. [Laughter.] But 
there is & plainnéss, a frankness, a joy 
to live and give one’s life if it is neces- 
sary that makes them very hand and 
puts on their face a smile whith brings 
hope and ctrtainty of ultimate victory. 
That is what you have brought upon 
us. We had been waiting for you a 
long time, my friends. Thére were 
some terrible days’. Think of it! We 
had to bear the Whole brunt of the 
shock of the ffont for two years, 
almost aloné. England was not ready; 
you were not, eithér. And one year 
after you declared war, then your soy 
diers began to come to the front. 
Magnificently did they behave, and so 
good and 80 childlike, so ready to give 
their lives for anything that was good 
and high and noble. Only te see 
them before the fighting came our 
soldiers were pleased and wanted toe go 
everywhere with them. 

The other day at City Hall I tried to 
describe some spectacle I had seen at 
the front of those people going into the 
front taking the children and taking 
and trying to explain to them—I @on't 
know if they did—with gesture, since 
they eould not speak, what America 
wes, what the word meant, what 
America wanted and What she was #6- 
ing to do, and the father and the 
mother listened, not twnhderstanding 
very weil, of Course, but knoWing that 
what they heard was good and right 
and that everybody was going to be 
saved with these men. That is what 
you brought to us! That I will hever 
forget. 

But let me tell you, if it was good 
for us it was mighty good for you,tos 
{applause)], because, after all, of 
eourse lam not going to condemn Siic- 
cess; I am hot going to say that a 
man in businéss ought to try not to 
succeed. Of course not. Hunan ri- 
valry is the law of mankind. But 

there is a curse in Success—military 
Buccéss, économic success and every 
other kind of #uccesse—which brings 
fan to have too much confidence in 
himsélf and to think not quite enough 
of others. That part of the réproach 
Cannot be put upon you. It is not 
possible, bécause you have acquired 
I know how—#uch a splendid renown 
as “the country of generosity” that 
nobody Will accuse you of making 
money and keeping it to. yoursélvea, 
No! But, on the whole, také caré not 
to forget that there must be room 
énough for all men in the world.

i often héar that you are a young 
nation. Don't pellave it! Don’t be- 
lieve it! You afe a6 ol@ as any Buro- 
pean. We ¢comé ffom the same source. 
Your ancestors have laboréd and suf- 
fered and cMéd ahd bled with ours. 
We are all of the same stock. But 
you havé & héw fiéld, a magnificent 
field—the beat that thére was. All 
these talés 6f the antiquity, these 
places if Asia whére b0 many large 
nations develop themselvés, are now 
all things of thé past. 

It is not to be conceived that Amer- 
ice Will ever be & thing Of the paat. 
No! I don’t say chat you wil) rerhaln 
as you are, but you ought to atirive to 
get better and better; and the béauty 
of it ig that if a man does soriething 
right it is gooa for the man it helps 
and it is good for himself, because 
each will try to live better and better. 
Many of the other& have got it. They 
don’t show it. And yéu don’t want to 
make too much of a show of it, But 
it is enough to spéak with you tén 
minutes to know that you aré the He@ht 
kind of men and that something great 
thay be expected from you, 

Gniy let me tell you, if I have re 
proached to pees upon you, the trouble 
18 it looks absurd, with your prese and 
wireless and telegtaph and telephones 
and everything, that I don’t find you 
as well informed as you ought to ba, 
You are a traveling péople. I have 
met & great Many Ameéricans In Paris. 
Do you know what they dof They 
live among themselves. They talk of 
Fifth avenue, of Broadway, of bual- 
ness, CaliforniaéI don’t know what; 
but they doii’t take the trouble to 
learn French and go afd see the 
French and mix up with them and get 
at the bottom of the real information 
that can be got from those people, 
That is What I complain of, Learning 
French is hothing. ASK your soldiers. 
They took a young girl by the arm 
and very soon they managed to get 
@ good talk, (Laughter)

“been, and théif General “Pershing, tn 


twenty-two divisions of 7,000 each with 
four French @ivisions—all that under 
the command of Pershing. They really 
carried the attack of St. Mihiel as it 
had not been expected it could be 
done. And the next day what were 
they doing? Filling their arms with 
childfen ahd young ladies, bringing 
flowers, singing, crying, being happy, 
catrying them all over the country 
which they had not been permitted to 
see for three years. 

Ana two weeks after that in the deep- 
ést’ of the fight and continuing their 
works and going back to carry on the 
fight at Laon, And the young of the 
American army there to dig in with 
General Pershing. Afd so we have 
had a terrific number df dead and 
wounded, Think of it! TI always quote 
these figures: We had 8,500,000 -men 
mobilized and we had 5,500,000 killed 
and wounded and 500,000. prisoners 
coming back ftom the enemias’ camps 
to die of hunger and consumption. 

I 40 fot think about any other péeo- 
ple. I say this to you as you are. You 
may hear a great deal, and I am 
speaking a great deal to you—five mil- 
lion killed, That is not very little. 
Two and a half million wounded, and 
then all this was double what it would 
have been if the men had not been 50 
full of dash, But that is a great deal. 
It ig a great deal considering the time 
we were engaged, and if more time 
had progressed, if the Germans had 
not asked for mercy, the French in the 
war would have been giving their place 
to their American brothers and the 
figures would have been reversed. 
Therefore, do not look at the figures, 
look at the effects. Look at the work, 
look at the hope that you have given 
to the Burepean world. 

You must undefstand it. Remember 
how Iurope was made out of human 
blood—persecution of every one that 
was right and good for centuries and 
centiiries. Think of it! King Edward 
VII. was the first King of Bufope for 
eehtufies that did not carry in his 
title “‘ King of France,’’ which he told 
me himeelf as being of the old times? 
And in the Treaty of Versailles we lib- 
erated America, and the King of Eng- 
land, of course, was hot the King of 
France. 

Well, that shows that it takes & 
great deal for those Who uhdefstand 
and think of the way that Amertea 
was founded. You had a magnificent 
Jot of men, a beautiful set of states- 
mon Sach as the world had not séen 
for a long time, and that was aill. 
That was enough, indeed, because there 
was a people behind them. And when 
we saw George Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Adams, Alexander Hamilton 
and such men as that, don't you see it 
looks like a picture? You at once see 
a grand work grandly accomplished. 
But that is the picture, and love comes 
behind it. 


Wanted to Liberate Others. 


England has never been able—and 
that ia pretty good—to do more than 
liberate herself. I do not say it is 
nothing. Very far from it. But you 
went further. You wanted to liberate 
others, and wheh you were ready to 
wet free by yourself, you wanted the 
world to be Iiberated. You said it in 
your declaration, that you called all 
men to life. equal rights, equal pur- 
suit of happiness. These are the very 
words. The world hag not known 
them yet. The world had found them 
In the books, but théy had not seén 
them in action, and that is wheré you 
are great, bechuse fof the first time 
you practically understood, you prac- 
ally méant to make your real, ideal- 
istic superior feelings of men facts, 
and you did make them facts. 

But mind you, don’t bélleve that a 
great people can be great ohe day and 
small ahother. No. We are the pris- 
Oners of the évi] we have been doing 
as well as the good. You appeared 
in the world as the liberators. And 
when a few days after came the 
French Revolution, then Europe began 
to feel that something had happened 
which changed the face of the world. 

Yesterday I héard at the Metropol- 
itan the Marsellaise, and I thought, 
Against whom was that great national 
song brought to the people? Agkinst 
Germany, against the Germans, who 
wanted to pull the French Revolution 
down and to re-establish autocracy. I 
don’t mean to abuse them, They are 
what they are. They have beeh a 
great people, and I do hot see why 
they should not be a great people 
again, Only they must atone for the 
havoc that they have been doing. 
Think of it! The Germans have madé 
so much havoc that they cannet pay 
the bill. 

There is fio reparation. There was 
too much destruction. Can you im- 
agine twenty thousand manufactories 
destroyed—flax, linen, cotton, steel, 
sugar, éverything. Twenty thousand 
manufactories. Do you supposé, can 
you fehcy suéh a devastation, where 
even the trees have been ¢ut down 
wilfully to prevent the poor farmey 
when he comés back from making & 
living? Do you know what it is to 
have seen men And Wdmén carried 
under the stick 6f the GéFmans like 
cattle? Women taken away, girls bé- 
ing ravished? 

When I wént Ifto oné town where 
every house had been blown up one 
by one, but one—every house, I say, 
destroyed, But the ohe where I was, 
and you could see the miné there that 
was intended to blow it up, ahd a 
dozeh Women came to me, kneeling, 
crying, and. saying: ‘‘ Give us back 
our gifls that they have taken away.” 
86 it is hard to understand what de- 
vastation means. 


To Terrorize the Men. 


Tf you go to Sdissons you ean seo 
the church or cathedral there. On 
every pillar anybody can see where 
there ls a hdle for blowing up the 
echrurch, What for? The idea is, if 
you terrorize the men thé war will 
be shorter. It may be that our sol- 
diers’ hearts would bieed. Surély, but 
also it made thém stronger against 
the enemy. 

Only, my friénds, business is busi- 
hess. The devatation has been made 
by the Germans, not as useless havoc, 
but because it was going to handi- 
cap Us when péace would come and 
we would try to meet the markete of 
thé world. Twenty thousand manu- 
factories—every piece had been taken 
away to Gerthany. Our ¢oal mines 
entirely drowned, and nobody knows 
how many years it will take before 
they begin to work again, 

I do not tell you this to excite your 
pity. I don’t Want to complain. 1 
don’t want my country to be pitied. I 
do not say I don’t want to be helped, 
but I want her to be helped with the

financial point of view—I speak to 
business men—I cannot forget it—to 
help us in peace as we helped each 
other in war? 

AS SOON a8 War was Over we were 
frankly told that all economic rela- 
tions of the wartime were ended, and 
we Were not to expect any financial 
help from those who had given us so 
generously a great deal of help. Well, 
I bay, that if one of you is interested 
in some industry, whatever it is, and 
if at any time you think you must 
stop your relations with it, very good. 
But uhless you want to kill them, you 
are going to take time to afrange and 
prepare matters so that nobody will 
suffer too much, from it. Well, we 
were déprived of the chance, and that 
was a great pity. It was the opening 
of the crisis we are living in now. 

Another point was very irksome—the 
‘question.of safety. Think of it! I am 
not a very old man, you know, but 
after all you would not look at me as 
being 4 boy:. Twice in my life I have 
geen ty country invaded by the Ger- 
mans. That is twice too many. I 
don't want to see it a third time. ~ 
am sometimes called a militarlet. Not 
at heme, because in my ewn country if 
you say that I belong to the-militarist 
group even my worst friends would 
laugh at you. But we are sald to be 
militarists beeause we keep a ¢om- 
pafatively small army. That is not 
bard to wnderstand. We want to be 
safe at home. When the treaty came 
to this point in the long liberating 
document that is In chancery I was 
told by Mr. Lieyd George, ‘If you 
will give up the Rhine I will give you 
the British guarantee,’’ and I accept- 
ed it. 


President’s Promise. 


And I was also promised as far as 
the institutions would permit it, that 
the President would ask the same 
thing from Congress. America left. 
It was a great mistake to leave with- 
out any proposal for an adjustment 
of mattérs. It was the greatest mis- 
take and the source of all the evil 
that is taking place now. But we were 
left in the lurch. You should contem- 
plate us not only from a financial 
point of view, but from a military 
point of view. We haveéeto defend our- 
selves. Remembering that our fron- 
tier has been crossed twice in fifty 
years, we will defend it. [Applause.] 

I am not golng to plead extenuating 
circumstances. The five billions of 
our military budget is very heavy upon 
us. Our budget has a deficit of four 
billions, and, of course, I have no au- 
thofity to engagé any one, but I think 
that the duty of France is to cut down 
this four billion for the next year so 
as to have a budget that can take care 
of itself. I have no doubt that it can 
be done, and it will be done. I am 
sure of it. It cannot be otherwise. We 
cannot go on that way any longer. 

If you lay this blafie upon us and 
tell us we might have dohe it sooner, 
Maybe Vou are right. Ahd If vou tell 
me that is a very big army we are 
keeping, it looks like it, IowWn. But 
then be Bure that there is a great deal 
of wisdom, and maybe you khow what 
wisdom means in suth matters. We 
pay five billion, but we have hot got 
an army for that price. No. Well, 
even democracies are not perfection. 
They get nearer and nearer every day, 
but they have not yet reached that 
point. And so, what de we do? We 
were promised safety and we did not 
get it. Very good, wé took it upon 
ourselvés and we will keep it as I say. 
The more so because as President 
Wilson had it, we are at the frontiers 
of liberty because the new fabfication 
of Burope now depends upon ouf 
means of defending it against the Ger- 
mans. 

My friends, do you know that 50 
per cent., in fact 57 pert cént., of what 
the treaty conceded to us has been 
given back to Gertatiy within three 
years under the pressure 6f England, 
Who wahted to find a market for a 
wotkihg miah in Germathy? 

We had no market to compete for, 
because we had no means of éom- 
peting.. We considered éverything, we 
got no compensation whatever. We 
don’t complain. 


Policy After the War. 


One day at the end of the war I 
was asked in the House of Repre- 
sentatives In Paris what would be my 
Policy when thé war was over. I told 
them, '' My pdlicy is to remain faith- 
ful with England and America, and 
to do evérything that is necessary to 
obtain this résuit.” Experiments 
Were made. America left. That was 
vety hard upon us. You had been 
brought up to reveré the Treaty of 
Trént. I havé nothing to say against 
it. I think it did good on some oc- 
¢casions, And if it Was necessary to 
recall it, with Invaders of any kind, 
even if they Were to bé French, I will 
tell you frankly that you would be 
right. 

But the policy for one people is not 
the policy for all. Yow are very great 
with your principlés and ideas, but 
hot without necessary faults, to éx- 
pand doctrinely, economically, in every 
way over the world. 

Times have changéd. Do you wnh- 
detstand yourself and what change Is 
or what change was to come when 
President Wilson came before Con- 
gress and sald that you Were going 
to fight so that demoderaty might be 
safe in the World? That meant 
everything. That meant you Were 
going to work for libération. That 
you did. But, lt mé tell you 
friendly, you Khow—you stopped haift 
Way. That you should have left, that 
is your business. 

I did not Geme here to blame you 
or to judge, It ig a matter for you 
to Giscuss among yourselves. But 
léft without a purpose, left without 
saying & word—without trying to ad- 
just diffefénees, so that theoretically 
the Germans wottld have before their 
eyes dufing peace ond duting war 
these three nations, Bngland, America, 
Franéée, That was thé great mistake 
that you are paying for now. I won't 
put you to this tifal. f want to tell 
you simply, pfactit¢al men as you are, 
that I cathe of course not on any 
mission. Let missions go where they 
bélong. No, the best mission is the 
Mission that a man retelves from his 
own impulse. Ih that, too, I 4m an 
American. 

My visit to América was with the 
idea that & man feels something is 
wrong somewhere among his friends 
and believes he can bring the good 
work that sets everything fight. And 
eo the péople ask me, ‘What do 
you Want us to 46?’ I answer, “1 
don’t know what I want you to do.”

ople will bring 
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you more and more to interest your- 
sélves in European business, as we 
interested ourselves more and more 
with American business. S6 do what 
you please. You have a Government 
which you choose yourselves. You 
have a Parliament. You have your 
own meetings, your own press, your 
own, discussicns, your own debates, 
your own good that is in your heart— 
I think a little wee bit of selfishness at 
times, which I never saw, of course. 
Make a fine mission of all that and 
you won't need to ask me what I 
should tell you today. 

But I want you to come back, make 
a little new trip to Europe, saying: 
‘* Well, now, gentlemen, What’s the 
matter with you? Something gone 
wrong? I will give you some help. Am 
I of no use?”’ And see what will be 
our answer, 

Of course, I am very very strong 
upon reparations; it is life and death 
fot my country. We have already 
spent ninety-seven billions rebuilding 
houses, churches and schools, and so 
on, and I won't deny that, not being 
pafd by Germany as she had promised 
to do, you know we sometiméa are a 
Mttle shallow in our pockets. I don’t 
deny it; there is no shame in it. But 
I don’t care so much about that as I 
éare for the cffect upon Germany. 

Don’t you see, it was a great encour- 

agement fot Germany to see division 
among the Allies and all these quar- 
.rels betweeh France and England. If 
they be useful, I don’t object to quar- 
rels, There is something good in them 
when for a good means. But they 
were perfectly useless and did not 
bring any good to anybody, but were 
a great encouragement to Germany. 
R Don’t you think it is encouraging to 
them when you raising your hat, 
‘* Good-bye, gentlemen. I will see you 
maybe when you fight again in two 
or three hundred years’’? Well, the 
Germans had nothing before them but 
France, and they then began that cam- 
paign of hatred, going on all through 
the German universities, all through 
the country, and which has even come 
to New York if nuffierous lies and 
tracts which I have seén myself. 
Everything against France! Nothing 
against England, nothing against 
America. They even supposed that 
you would help them in the most 
direct manner, and the moment you 
go and show yourselves ready to say 
a good word for the end of the Kaisers 
everything will change. Democracy 
will be in Germany.

Two Germanys. 


I am not of those who wafit to have 
the people continue to fight each other 
and further massacre cach othér. Ger- 
many has been a great nation, and 
there is no reason why she should not 
Be again after she has paid for the 
evil she has done, There are two Ger- 
manhys—the democracy and the mili- 
tarists. We are supposed to be mili- 
tarists. We were depending upoh our 
payments. Nabody knows that they 
are preparing for war again every day. 
I have it heré~a long Ist of the guns, 
the machine guns, the cannon, and so 
on, that are found there éverywheére. 

Now, after this three-power entente 
which they have arranged with the 
barbaric Turks ana the anarchistic 
Russians, they are able to have arma- 
meént built for them without our being 
ablé to prevent it. You know that 
there 18 not A day wWheh that thing 
does not go On. There is the Govern- 
mént in Bérlin and there is the Gov- 
ernment in Bavaria, headed by Ludefh- 
dérff, that one of these days wants to 
meet democracy and crush it if it can, 
and if democracy is crushed that 
méans war, and if it is not, there is 
a chance of establishing peace on a 
solid basis. 


It is not for us to interfere, but it 
js for us to caleulate the conse- 
quences of what we are doing, and I 
tell you we are militarists because we 
want to defend our country. Of that 
treaty which you left, every article 
out of three was purely American, be- 
cause it was your representative who 
decided upon all these questions. To 
your honor, to your credit, but for 
your responsibility, too, my friends. 

Well, then, I ask you to do this for 
the reparations, and I propose that it 
Is perfectly useless to speak of the 
Allies’ debts, because the moment 
you have some stability established, 
trust will be re-established, and you 
know trust Is fine food for bankers, 
They know what to make of it, and 
instead of our going to them and ask- 
ing them to do something for us, they 
will come to us and say: “‘ Isn't there 
some business for us to transact?’ 
At that moment you will see we are 
ready to pay. 

You must hot. believe we are not 

paying anything. That would not be 

fair. We bought the American stock 

and we engaged ourselves to pay &20,- 

000,000 a year, which we have been 

doing, and that makes sixty. It is 

about the same sum England has paid. 

So after all you see we are not quite 

so bad as sdine of you wanted us 

t6 be. Our saféty—it mira embarras- 
ging, something that I wish will be 
done oné why or the other—France’s 
safety, don’t you séé, is the safety of 

Europe. It is through that part of 

the Rhine passed all the Invasions 

sineé Hurdope has béen in existence. 

We have liberated people. You don't 

think we are raising afmies to domi- 
nate them? Ask them. Ask them in 
whom they have confidence and they 
will tell you ‘‘in France.’’ and they 
will tell you, too, ‘ih Amé@rtica.”” Bas 
cause so much hope had risen when 
your President came that for a day 
people thought all difficultiés, all 
troubles, all misery were at an end. 

Well, I was offered that guarantea, 
I did not receive it. .As long as I 
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haven’t got it, Iam much afraid that 
French soldiers, and civilians, too, 
would like once ih a while to get a 
fish on the Rhine. But all are ready 
to give it, too, and if people speak of 
it see What a simple matter it would 
be, if, let us say, England, America or 
whatever is the arrangement between 
nations, I don’t caré what~—what is 
France against you natlons?—if it says 
to send her soldiers and a great num- 
ber of good workers, it would be a 
great piece of news to them. But 
France is protected against Germany 
at least by the title, 

I don’t want to conquer Germany. 
At the time of the last treaty we did 
not ask for one German subject to be- 
come a Frenchmah. Not for one. Our 
feeling is the same. And instead of 
bullding—trying to build~this society 
of nations or League of Nations, 
which ie a@ very fine new word for 
a very old thing—a thing that failed, al 
though there was in olden times of 
course the Oracle of Delphi, - which 
was exactly founded on the principles 
of the League of Nations, and it 
brought War among the Greeks and was 
the cause of Phillp and Alexander 
conquering Greece and doing what 
you know. Well, if you can do that 
without any title—well, I say, Gefmany 
recdolling before her deeds, notwith- 
standing that the violatién of Belgium 
wis a spot that cannot be put away 
for a long time, it is & spot. that cannot 
be takeh away—how can we. trust Ger- 
many when we know that she does not 
keep her word? 

Well, nevertheless, the time must 
come when things must take a better 
appearance, and, before all, from na- 
tions. Bach day has got to do the work 
of each day. If, every morning, when 
we got up, we managed to make full 
for the day that is coming all our duty, 
I should not be surprised if mankind 
would be a paradise [applause] or very 
hear to it. But we don’t. We make a 
compromise, as everybody is obliged to 
do. But I say in-these felations be- 
tween Europen nations with such a 
long bloody history, the beginning of a 
gréat nation of peace may be thé be- 
ginning of sométhing very great. 

You see, in history people don’t un- 
derstand the whereabouts of the time 
in which they live. We have been 
causing a drama whieh people will 
undérstand maybe hot before a cen- 
tury to come, and we aré in &@ crisis 
the end of which ndébody can foresee. 
Only let us do our duty day by day. 
That is too much, asking to stop a 
while on the frontier in that place— 
well, the French will take cafe of it. 
They will do their duties, only don’t 
abuse’ them bécause they do their 
work. I remémbér that before the 
war one day at Carlsbad I was very 
much abused by Lloyd George, whom I 
saw for the first time that day, al- 
though I had to see him afterward a 
good deal [laughter], and while I 
wanted to show him that war was 
coming—and war from Germany+he 
interposed it was all for France’s 
fault.

But Ih a few days, 
without having séem, aftér all, very 
much, and althéugh I had the honor 
to be talking to some of the chief 
men you havé in this country, my 
ideas are changed: Somé Way or 
other I thought I was going to un- 
dertake a task that Was very hard, 
and I went to it, being an old man, 
Wishing nothifig, waiting for ho ré- 
ward and happy to féel that once 
moré if it is g@tven to him hé would 
perform his duty. And now in a 
few days, bécausé I haVe seén your 
eyes and faces, because you said yes 
or no to cértain questions, some- 
thing is changed with me, and if I 
was to go hoine tomorrow I would 
tell my friends’, ‘‘Be quiet, I don’t 
knoW héw they will do, but be sure 
the Yankeés will dé it 6nce more.” 
[Prolonged applause.)

Perhaps. there were 250,000. school 
children out there waving flags and 
shouting, as some of the school authori- 
ties said, but it sounded as if there were 
at léast 1,000,000 of them, and none in 
danger of lung trouble.

MOSCOW, Nov. 22.—Russia is putting 
high hopes on the Lausanne Conference, 
so high sonie of them that the Russians 
do not even dare to voice them among

‘What a chance for a Russian Bis- 
marck,”’ says one. ‘‘ With a man like 


Bismarck Russia might be arbiter of the 
conference.”’ 


What, then, Is the line-up for tne con- 
ference as Russians see it that inspires 
them with such optimism? First, thelr 
own position. Russia is once more ‘‘ one 
and indivisible,” Red from the Baltic 
and Gulf of Finland to the shores of 
the Pacific Ocean, a great mass of pop- 
ulations solidly united under Jeaders who 
have proved their power. From one end 
of the country tp the other Russia has 
@ new nationalism, a néw army fe- 
trained, redisciplined and re-equipped, a 
new social order. And, unlike tho chiefs 
of most European countries, the Russian 
leaders have entire liberty of action at 
Lausanne. Their hands will not be tied 
by exigencies of home politicos or the 
necessity to please certain sections of the 
home electorates, 

As regards othet countries, usela 
gees the allied bloc paintully ormed 
in face of the Turkish peril but still 
undecided with all too many figures. 
Even supposing France In closer accord 
than before on the Turkish question 
with. England and Italy, the fact re- 
mains that France wants to keep Ger- 
many down for fear of a German re- 
vanche, and England wants Germany to 
recover for the sake of German trade. 

There is a printed story of an Italo- 
Hungarian military compact against the 
Serbs. But the Russians say Serbia Is 
a member of the Little Entente, which 
at present is France's only supporter in 
the policy of keeping Germany down, 
Looking further eastward France made 
a compact with the Kemaliets and stuck 
to it sufficiently to natemonspe Britain 
up to the hilt, but in ber aikans there 
is a new league reforming. Serbia an 
Rumania, the old enemy Bulgaria an 
poor shattered Greece are pledged to 
oppose the cross against the crescent 
and resist for lifes own sake the re- 
entry of an aggressive new Turkey into 
Europe. 

What a cause of war, the Russians 
say; what splendid occasions for troub- 
ling already troubled waters till the 
barriers burst in a torrent of disaster!

LAUSANNE, Nov. 22.—The Great Pow- 
ers have decided to grant Bulgaria's 
request for an outlet on the Aegean Sea. 
They have practically determined on the 
adoption of the American plan put for- 
ward by Frank Polk at the Parts con- 
ference at the end of 1919. This plan 
gives Bulgaria the fre use of a railway 
to the Port of Dedeaghatch, which would 
remain Greek territory. 

This procedure was made possible by 
the adoption today of a proposal put

MUSSOLINI TO LEVY 
DOUBLE'TAX ON WINE 


Increase Is Expected to Bring 
Revenue From That Source 
to 2,750,000,000 Lire. 


COMMUNIST WORK UNDONE) 


Crucifixes and King’s Portraits Re- 
stored In Schools—Lausanne 
Role Commended. 





ROMB, Nov. 22 (Associated Press).— 
Wine, which, next to bread, ia the com- 
modity most largely consumed by Ital- 
ians, will be the first item upon which 
the tax will be increased by the Musso- 
,ini Government in its attempt to ralse 
revenues to balance the budget. 

Italians eat annually 65,000,000 quintals 
of bread and drink 55,000,000 hectolitres 
of wine, upon which a tax of 20 lire per 
hectolitre is now assessed, bringing in 
a@ revenue of 1,100,000,000 lire. The Gov- 
ernment has decided to raise the tax to 
SO lire per hectolitre, which will increase 
the revenue from wine to 2,750,000,000 
lire. 

Premier Mussolini will return to Rome 
tomorrow, and will attend the session of 
Parliament, taking part in the discussion 
of the bill granting the Government full 
authority for fiscal and bureaucratic re- 
forms. The commission of nine appoint- 
ed, before his departure for Lausanne, to 
study the bill has reported it favorably 
to Parliament. 

Thirty-two Deputies have requested 
permission to speak on the measure, but 
it Is considered likely that Mussolini will 
permit only eleven of them to do so in 


order to have the bill passed by Satur- 
day. It is thought probable hat the 
measure will be enacted by practically 
the same majority as was given the 
Government in its vote of confidence 
last Friday—3806 to 116, 

After the pasegse of the bill the 
Chamber wil ere until January, 
when Mussolini will introduce a bill for 
the reform of the electoral law. This is 
now being drafted. The Deputies there- 
fore are assured of their parliamentary 
life over Christmas and the New Year. 

Mussolini will return to the capital 
with increased prestige on account of his 
work at Lauasnne. In some quarters 
here it ie considered that he was the 
dominating personality of the meeting of 
statesmen. 

‘* Mussolini,”’ says the Glornale 
@Italia, ‘‘ repelled the usual attei pts to 
compensate Greece at the expense of 
Italy. We are thankful that we are far 
from the days when Venizelos, through 
Lloyd George, induced the Entente to |

BORDEN HOPES TO SEE 


AMERICA IN LEAGUE : To Lenders 


Former Premier of Canada Tells 
Audience We Cannot Be a 
Hermit Nation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 22.—In an address 
tonight to the executives of the National 
Council of Women, meéting in Montreal, 
Sir Robert Borden, former Premier of 
Canada and now President of the Society 
of the League of Nations in Canada, 
said that Russia, the United States and 
Germany were the only three great na- 
tions not yet members of the League 
of Nations and they represented a com- 
bined population of 50,000,000 people. 

“It is hoped,’’ he continued, ‘‘ that 
Germany will be admitted to member- 
ship at the meeting of the Assembly in 
1928. I earnestly hope that some way 
will be found so that the great nation 
of the United States may co-operate 
with the League. Even now Germany 
does co-operate in regard to the Labor 
Commission, and the United States does 
also in the same connection, but there 
must be more effective relationship.’’ 

The audience was fairly well divided 
between the two sexes and included rep- 
resentatives of the Judiciary, the bar 
and numerous social organizations. 

Pleading for an active public opinion 
which could well be initiated by women, 
Sir Robert proceeded: 

‘“‘We cannot be hermit nations. The 
United States cannot be a hermit nation. 
We cannot be alone. All nations are 
their brothers’ keepers. 

“I do not regard the treaty of Ver- 
sailles or the covenant as perfect docu- 


ments, and at Paris I took issue with 
and made exception to Article 10. The 
development of the League ‘has resulted 
in fifty-two nations acting in co-opera- 
tion for peaceful arbitrdment and pun- 
ishment for wilful resort to war thro:gh 
@ permanent organization. I wish to em- 
phasize most strongly the benefits of the 
permanent organization.”’ 

He dwelt upon the difficulty of pee 
ing conferences and said that had suc 
an organization been in tence in 
1914, Sir Edward Grey would have been 
successful in his efforts to prevent war. 

‘* Already this organization has done! 
more in two and a half years to pre- | 
vent war than the Chancelleries of the 
world could do in ten, or, perhaps, | 
twenty years,’’ commented the speaker. | 

‘‘T have no doubt,” said Sir Robert, | 
‘that too large a measure of repara-| 
tions had been demanded from Germany | 
at the time of the Treaty of Paris, but/ 
the only messages I got from Canada ati 
that time were to the effect that Ger-! 
many must be made to pay the full cost | 
of the war no matter what else mie?

.sibility of operating these vessels ‘under 
th plan of the subvention theory that 
was on trial in the Civil War. The 
mere fact that we built up a’ merchant 
marine at that time in that way is not 
now an argument that we could do it 
when we become a creditor nation. If 
we use subvention, of course, then we 
are selling more than we buy. I thin 
that it is perfectly clear that this 
method is not tenable. I know that 
there are a great many people who 
favor the continuation of “Government 
operation rather than subsidy. 

“T think that the evident inefficiency 
and wicked extravagance that we have 
| undergone in our recent experiment in

Apprehensions of legislation harmful 
to business as a result of the victories | 
of radicals in the last elections were ex- | 
pressed yesterday by delegates to the; 
twenty-sixth anhual convention of the 
National Founders’ Association, com-} 
posed of corporations and individuals! 
engaged in the operation of iron, steel | 
and brass foundries. 

Many of the foundrymen expressed the | 
fear that the “ radical bloc '’ would be | 
dominant in the next Congress and that/| 
it would be far more powerful than the | 
agricultural bloc. ‘‘ Nov. 7 was a bad} 
day for big business,’’ was the way one} 
of the members of the association ex-/} 
pressed it. References to threatened} 
rise of ‘radicalism were made in some of 
the speeches, particularly in an address | 
by James A. Emery, counsel of the 4s-} 
sociation, who spoke on ‘‘ The Proposal | 
to Destroy the Judicial. Power.’’ He} 
discussed the proposal to give Congress | 
power to review Supreme Court de- 
cisions. 

An unbiased investigation of labor | 
unions by Congress was suggested by 
William H. Barr, in his annual report! 
as President. Mr. Barr suggested seven- 
teen specific points of investigation. He 
said the treatment of employes should 
be such as to inspire ‘‘ that pride in the 
job which the labor unions have almost 
completely destroyed.’’ He predicted 
that prosperity in the coming year 
would be checked by a shortage of un- 
skilled labor because of the present im- 
migration law. 

The speakers at yesterday’s session of 
the convention were Mr. Emery, John 
. Edgerton, President of he National 
Association of Manufacturers, who 
talked on the ‘‘open shop’; L. F. 
Loree, President of the Delaware & 
Hudson Railroad, who spoke on the 
railroad situation, and Dr. J. J. Moore- 
head, whose subject was ‘‘ The Physi- 
cian in Industry.’’

Howard Tells Farmers Present Re-| 


atrictlon Law Handicaps Them. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y¥.. Nov. 22—The im- 
migration question was singled out by 
James R. Howard, President of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, as 
one among many big national problems 
for which a solution must be sought In 
the near future, probably by the next 
Congress, in an address at the annual 
State Farm Bureau Federation meeting 
here today. 

‘*Immigration restriction is undoubt- 
edly affecting the prosperity of the 
country, and particularly of the far- 
gmer,’’ Mr. Howard said. He declared 
the present law was limiting the amount 
of manual labor in this country, and 
one of its natural and Inevitable results 
wes a ending of labor from the coun- 
try to the city, presenting a tremen- 
ag handicap to the farmer in produc- 
tion. 

Another phase of the question men- 
tioned by Mr. Howard was that the re- 
gtrictive law forced prospective immi- 

nts to seek other shores and become 
atural competitors of American farm- 
rs, adding still more to the depression 
they had been fighting for three years. 

“Yt {a @ big problem for Congress "’ 
Mr. Howard stated. 
the present law undoubtedly is needed. 
i donot favor admittance of immigrants 
ndiscriminately, nor do I favor the edu- 
eationa] test, but I am in favor of let- 
ting in all good, honest persons who 
really want to be citizens. It is the 
hard-working, honest person who can be 
absorbed best in the citizenship of the 
country.”

Vaults Fence and _ Signals 
With Borrowed Pocket 
Flashlight. 


TROLLEY CAR CUTS HOSE 


Motorman Arrested—Passengers on 
New Haven Train Hurry From 
Burning Car. ; 


With a pocket flashlight borrowed 
from a passing motorist, Patrolman Pa- 
trick McGrath of the White Plains Ave- 
nue Station in the Bronx late last 
night, vaulted a high picket. fence, ran 
down upon the tracks of the New Haven 
Railroad ahd stopped a passenger train 
which he had noticed was on fire. 

The story of McGrath's alertness was 
disclosed last night when ‘Thomas 
Hughes, the motorman of a Webster 
Avenue, Bronx, surface car, Was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Smith, in 
Night Court, charged with having run 
bis trolley car over a line of hose used 
in fighting the fire. 

McGrath was standing at 229th Street 
and Webster Avenue when the whistle 
of a northbound train attracted his at- 
tention. McGrath noticed that the 


fourth car was on fire. The flames 
were trailing from @éneath the car as 
the train sped along by the Bronx 
River Parkway with passengers and 
crew unconscious of danger. 

At that moment a motor car comin 
south on Webster Avenue was halte 
by McGrath. He quickly obtained from 
the driver a pocket flashlight, vaulted 
a high fence separating Webster. Avenue 
from the railroad tracks and rushed 
down to the roadbed. He stood in the 
middle of the tracks waving the feeble 
flashlight. The spark of light was suf- 
ficient to catch the eye of William Boyd, 
motorman of the train, known on the 
New Haven Railroad as 142, and he 
brought the train to a stop with an ap- 
plication of the emergency brakes. Mc- 
Grath told him that the train was on 
fire and then ran back to the street, 
where he turned in a fire alarm. 

The alarm brought Engine 63, with 
Captain John O'Neil In command, At 
that sparsely settled part of the Bronx 
the firemen had difficulty in finding a 
hydrant, and finally they had to run 
a hose across Webster Avenue. They 
had hardly made connections when 
Hughes's trolley car came along at a 
rapid clip. Hughes was unable to bring 
the surface car to a halt in time to 
avoid cutting the hose line in two. 

For several minutes the firemen were 
delayed while they inserted a new link 
of hose. Within twenty minutes they 
had the fire extinguished, and then, on 
complaint of Captain O'Neil, Patrolman 
McGrath arrested the motorman of the 
trolley car, and charged him with dis- 
orderly conduct for having run over 
the hose at a crucial moment, 

Hughes appeared in Night Court with 
counsel for the New York Railways 
Company, who said that the motorman 8 
defense was the failure of the firemen 
to place some warning signal across the 
street to mark the presence of the hose 
at that point. Captain O'Neil contended 
that if the firemen stopped to atring 
red lanterns and red flags along every 
line of hose at a fire they would never

CALLS SITUATION CRITICAL 


S. J. Koerbel Says That With Hun- 
dreds of Trainloads Passing Through 
People May Take Coal. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Nov. 22.—Sam- 
uel J. Koerbel, Fuel Administrator for 
the Sixth Judicial District, acting un- 
der authority of his appointment by 
Governor Miller, tonight issued orders 
directing the selzure of coal from rail- 
road trains in two more counties of his 
district, Madison and Tioga, apparently 
in direct defiance of instructions from 
William H. Woodin, State Fuel Admin- 
istrator. Mr. Woodin today directed 
Mr. Koerbel to rescind the orders is- 
aued on Tuesday directing seizures in 
Tompkins, Cortland and Chemung Coun- 
ties, and upon Mr. Koerbel’s refusal 
to do this the State Administrator told 
Mr. Koerbel over the long distance 
telephone that he would be removed 
fr-»m office. 

Later Mr. Koerbel received this tele 
gram from Mr. Woodin: 

‘Confirming telephonic conversation 
of this morning, your resignation as 
Fuel Administrator for the Sixth Ju- 
dicial District is hereby accepted. This 
acceptance cancels all authority vested 
in you by this administration.’ 

Mr. Koerbel wired this answer: ‘I 
have not resigned. Will continue to 
act until removed by the Governor.”’ 

“*I will not take Mr. Woodin’'s dis- 
missal,’’ said Mr. Koerbel in a state- 
ment to The. Associated -Vress. ft 
think he is a figurehead and repre- 
sents interests detrimental to the com- 
mon people. Every man on his Ad- 
visory Committee is a coal operator. He 
has got to quit kidding the public and 
produce or else he should resign him- 
eelf. My appointment came from the 
Governor and I will answer only to 
him. I have personal instructions from | 
the Governor.”’ 

Mr. Koerbel stated that his orders are 
being carried out in Chemung County, | 
and that they will be in ‘fompkins, | 
Tioga, Cortland and Madison, The sit- 
uation is daily growing more critical in} 
these counties, where acute suffering 
from lack of fuel is reported, according | 
} a Mr. Koerbel. He added that hun- 

reds of trainloads of coal are passing 
through daily en route to the Great} 
Lakes, and that he intends to see that! 
the. people of this district get their} 
share to meet present needs. He also 
stated that repeated appeals to Mr. 
Woodin to relieve conditions in this dis- 
trict had met with no response. | 

‘*J intend to sitck on the job until the 

eople get the coal,”’ he declared, ‘* and} 

believe they are now going to get it.’’} 

A second telegram from Mr. Woodin{ 
to Mr. Koerbel tonight said: ‘‘ You are 
hereby removed from office as District 
Fuel Administrator.’’ 

On receipt of this message Mr. Koer- 
bel stated he would advise all of the 
County Administrators of Mr. Woodin’s 
action and that they may act  s they 
see fit. 

Mr. Koerbel:on Tuesday ordered his 
Deputy Fuel Administrators in Chemung» 
Tompkins and Cortland Counties to | 
seize all coal shipments bound for} 
Canada and Great Lake ports from car- | 
riers or in railroad yards in their terri- 
tories. The Chemung County Poor Farm 
was without heat and a Tompkins Coun- | 
ty sanitarium was likewise lacking, Mr. 
Koerbel declared, while in Cortland 
County people were actually suffering 
for lack of coal while snow lay on the | 
ground, 

The Deputy Administrators were not 
to be a “bit fearful’’ in taking the 
step, Mr. Koerbel told them, adding| 
that if they were they should notify 
him and he would come and “ do it “or 


them.’ 


ELMIRA, N. Y.. Nov. 22.—A peculiar |

New Orleans Doctor Says Swindlers 
Used James A. Stiliman’s Name.

against two men whose names he gave 
es Jeweil A. Sperling and Davis A. Rob- 
inson, charging them with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

According to the affidavit the New 
York financier was represented to Gib- 
fons as being eager to buy the Glisner 
Orchards in Mobile County, Alabama. 
On Aug. 9, Dr. Gibbons alleges, Sper- 
ling und Robinson told him they had an 
option on this property, the price of 
which was $19,500. They said they were 
about to sell the option to two New 
York men who were acting for Stillman, 
who, they said, was ready to pay $19,500. 

Sperling, the affidavit says, told Gib- 
bons he and Robinson would have to put 
up $10,000 to get the option. Gibbons 
complains that he put up $3,000, and 
that Robinson supposedly furnished $15,- 
000 for the option. 

The affidavit sets forth that on Sept. 
19 Sperling and Robinson offered to sell

Litigation Arose Over Documents 
Taken From Files and Dues 
Collected. 





Supreme Court Justice McCook yester- 
@ay granted an application by Directors 
of the Aero Club of America to adjudge | 
Henry Woodhouse in contempt of court 
for his refusal to obey orders issued by | 
Justice McCook in litigation between | 
them. Justice McCook at the same time 
heard an application: by Woodhouse for 
the rehearing of one of the motions de- 
cided against him, and another for a 
stay. 

Woodhouse told the Court at the outset | 
that he wanted to submit his papers and 
leave the chambers. The Justice told him 
he wauld not be ordered to stay, but 
Ambrose Clogher, acting for the club in 
its contempt proceeding, suggested that} 
it be heard first in order that there 
mignt be a termination to the proceed- 
angs brought by Woodhouse. 

«ustice McCook then directed Wood- 
heuse to sit down, but he made so many | 
interruptions while Mr. Clogher was pre- 
setting his case that the Court directed | 
hins to remain silent. The order which 
Woedhouse had not obeyed, Mr. Clogher 
said, testrained him from holding him- 
self out as a member of the club, inter- 
fering with the officers, and directed 
him to make an accounting of moneys} 
collected by the committee of members 
ef which he claims to be Chairman. 

Mr. Ciogher read an affidavit made 
by Chester W. Cuthel, one of the attor- 
neys for the Directors, who said he went 
to Washington and interviewed Ralph 
KE. Moody of the Department of Justice, 
whom Woodhouse had consulted, and to 
whom he had offered documents taken 
from the Aero Club, to be used in the 
Government prosecution of alleged air- 

lane frauds. Mr. Cuthel said that Mr. 

oody had stated that the documents 
furnished by Woodhouse were of no 
use except in one particular, although 
Woodhouse had insisted that the reason 
he had not returned the decuments which 
the Court ordered him to restore to the/| 
files of the club was that they were 
wanted by the Department of Justice. 

Woodhouse explained that the papers} 
had not been returned because he was 
having copies made ‘‘ under Federal su- 
pervision,’’ to which Justice McCook re- 
plied: 

“That is no legal excuse for keeping 
these documents. They were turned over 
to you by Mr. Moody, and he took a re- 
ceipt for them. Then you returned some 
here and kept the others.” 

Justice McCook then stated that the 
punishment he would impose when he 
signs the order adjudging Weedhouse in 
contempt of court will depend upon what

SHIPS BY WILL POWER. 


One of the two passages in Presi- 
dent Harpinc’s_ subsidy 
which drew applause from his luke- 
warm Congressional audience was his 
declaration: that’ ‘‘ I have come to re- 
assert an American ‘ We will.’ ”’ It 
is an excellent motto, apparently bor- 
rowed from Chicago. But it is an old 
remark of a political philosopher that 
to will the end without willing the 
necessary means to it is ‘‘ the solecism 
of power.” It is not enough to affirm 
that the American people are deter- 
mined to have a flourishing merchant 
marine. They must make up their 
minds to take the steps necessary to 
get it. And the past history as well 
as present condition of ocean naviga- 
tion drives home the inescapable 
truth that, the seas being free to com- 
merce, the best ships will win. This 
means, of course, the ships that give 
the best service. That includes not 
only low rates of freight, but skill, 
a thorough understanding of the 
methods and needs of the great trade 
between nations—in a word, mastery 
of the business of a merchant marine. 

The moment we try to dodge these 
hard necessities we fail. Then the in- 
stinct of some public men is to think 
up a device which will enable us to 
make money out of international ship- 
ping, though we manage it badly. The 
resort is to monopolies or subsidies, or 
legal contrivances to impose ‘handi- 
caps and restrictions upon our rivals 
or competitors. ‘Moreover, the very

FILM CENSORSHIP. 


The Vice Society’s Contention That 
Pictures Were Worse Without It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial of Nov. 19, entitled 
“One Censor Less,” is of the type popu- 
lar with that class in the community 
who have an interest in the uncon- 
trolled marketing of a product, but it 
ignores important developments of re- 
cent years which have created a situa- 
tion that saved the motion picture in- 
terests in Massachusetts from an ad- 
verse vote. 

You may recollect that for some years, 
because of demoralizing screen exhibi-

The Rev. Dr. David Wills’s Body 
Lies in Police. Stat‘on Till Wife 
* Reports Him Missing. 


The Rev. Dr. David Wills, 62 years old, 
for the last eleven years pastor of the 
Astoria Presbyterian Church, on Fourth 
Avehué, Astoria, was struck by a taxl- 
cab and instantly killed at 5:30 o'clock 
last night. He was crossing Second 
Avenue, south of Broadway, Astoria, on 
his way to his home at 653 Academy 
Street from the law office of his son, 
David Wills Jr., in Manbattan. 

Picked up and taken to the Astoria 
Police Station, the body remained there 
until shortly after last midnight whén 


idéntification was made. Harfly_ this 
morning a cousin of Dr. Wills, Walter 
G, rey, of 205 Grand Avente, Astoria, 
went to the Police Station to report Dr, 
Wills rae his wife having become 
alarmed at his failure to return home 
for dinner. ' 

After ustening to a description of the 
missing minister the desk Lieutenant 
Ovk ‘ir. brey into the rear of th- sta- 
tlon house, where he almost collapsed 
when he saw the lifeless body. Ar- 
rangements weré made for the immedi- 
ate removal of the body. 

The taxicab which struck Dr. Wills 
was owhed by the Fay Taxicab Com- 
pany of 515. West Thirty-sixth Street, 
and driven by William Purdy of 348 
West 118th Street. The driver was ar- 
rested. and locked bs : in the Astoria 
Police Station on a charge of homicide 
preferred by Patrolman Emmanuel Hur- 
bant of the Astoria station. 

Dr. Wills is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Ella Louise McNair Baker, Wills, 
a daughter, Mrs: Virginia. McNair 
Gotherman, of East Orange, N. J., and 
a son, David Wilis Jr., a lawyer, of 
Astoria. Dr. Wills was born in Macon, 
Ga., July 20, 1860.. His father, the late 
Dr. Davia Wilis, was for some time 
chaplain in the United States Congress. 

Graduating from Princeton in 1881, Dr. 
Wills took the theological course and 
was graduated in theology three years 
later. The degree of Doctor of Divinity 
Was conferred on him by Hamilton Col- 
lege, of which he was a trustee, in 1908. 
For séventeen yéars prior to going to As- 
téria he was at Oswego, N. Y. Before 
that he was for eight years pastor of 
a Presbyterian Church at Bennington,

For every three farmers in 
the United States there is some one 
behind a counter. For every four work- 
men in the factories of the United States 
there is a store clerk or a store manager 
or a store; owner waiting to sell what 
the workmen produce. 

**We think we have a lot of railroad 
men in the United States. We have, but 
it takes as many store clerks standing 
behind counters to sell goods to us as it 
does men to carry these goods in trans- 
portation, to keep the railroads in re- 
pair and to keep the rolling-stock in 
good. condition. 

“For every forty families 
United States there is a retail 
Struggling under this heavy burden 
these American families have discovered 
that the job cannot be done by having 
only one of the family at work. There 
are 24,000,000 families in the United 
States, while almost 42,000,000 men, 
women and children work for wages or 
salaries.

FATHER WROTE OF FEARS 


to fight those fostering bigotry | 


Railroad Worker Named Man He 
Suspected to Physician—Had 
Enemies Among Strikers.

LANCASTER, Ohio, Nov. 22—Irvin E. 
Henderson, 31 years old, and his entire 
|family, comprising his wife, aged 28, 
and~four children, Ella, 7; Helen, 6: 
Maine, 4, and Christina, 17 months, 
were found dead by neighbors and the 
police this morning from poisoning. A 
letter, written by. Henderson to the 
State Department of Health but never 
|mailed, was discovered, and in it he 
asked that an analysis be made of the 
food in the house. He stated that the 
family had suffered three attacks of 
what ‘seemed to be arsenical poisoning 
and asked the State Health Department 
to help him aolve the mystery. The let- 
ter follows: 

“Last ‘Friday morning my wife and 
two children and myself suddenly be- 
came ill, and last Monday night the 
other two children. My wife and my- 
self had just such an attack, and to- 
night the children were affected in the 
game way. 

‘The doctor says it is like arsenic 
poisoning. I want to know if the wel! 


could be polsoned in this way. I de- 
pend on my labor for a living, and I 
haven’t been able to work since the 
first attack. My wife went away on a 
visit Monday last week and came back 





Wednesday afternoon, and Friday was | 


the first attack. The doors to the housé 
have a plain lock and some one might 
have entered the house at night, as 1 
work at night.

All day and all night -Annie 
MacSwiney sits there in an armchair 
propped up by mattresses. She fs at- 
tended by a few women and girls, who 
take turns in keeping her company, and 
is a nurse present. But on the 
whole the fast of neither sister has at- 
tracted anything like the public ’sym- 
pathy heretofore accorded to hunger- 
strikers. No news of Mary’s -condition 
reaches the outside world, and daily 
bulletins, so frequent in the past, have 
disappeared. : 

General expressions of sympathy have 
not been manifest until lately, but now 
appeals, inchiding some from Free State 
supporters, are reaching the Govern- 
ment, urging Miss MacSwiney’s release 
on.the plea of Christian mercy. Daniel 
Corkery, noted Irish novelist and poet, 
has issued an eloquent letter in her 
favor. 

Nevertheless, interest in Dublin is not

Including women. in such institutions 
and chain and road gangs, for which 
figures were compiled July 1, 1922, the 
number of persons in the country await- 
ing trial, serving sentences or held as 
witnesses on that date totalled 163,889, 
of whom 5,540 were In three Federal 
penitentiaries, 78,673 in 104 State 
prisons, 44,203 in 2,451 county penal. in- 
stitutions, 12,717 in 296 chain ‘or road 
gangs in certain Southern States, 21,635 
in 1,319 ‘city institutions, and 1,041 wo- 
men in 24 religious or charitable institu- 
tions. These figures, it was said, were 
gathered as a preliminary to a complete 
decennial census of prisoners to be taken 
in 1923. 

A rate of increase of 13.1 per cent. was 
noted in Federal and State prisons com- 
bined, and the ratio of Federal prison- 
ers to each 100,000 population increased 
from three in 1917 to 5.1 in 1922, while 
the corresponding ratio for State prison- 
ers increased from 72.4 to 74.5. The com- 
bined total, which was believed to be 
complete, was placed at 74,460 in 1917,

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JAIL TERM AND FINE - 
FOR BROKER IN ONE DAY 


Charles W. Galvin Found Guilty 
of Assault on Lawyer and Client 
Outs'de Courtroom.

Many 
musicians who happened to be in New 
York were there: aS Messrs. Hofmann, 
Gabrilowitsch, Cortot, LhéVinne, Gér- 
ardy, Van Hoogstrater, Damfrosch. 
What Mr. Padérewski has been doing 
since 1917 has become & part of the; 
world’s political history; What he dlé 
befote 1917 was a part of thé world’s 
musical history. He now resumes his, 
part in the latter, In which he has béén 
s0 Sorely missed. Other pianists of all! 
sorts of powers and various genius man] 
come before this publi¢ since he ave 
peared here; but none has filled the 
place which he made for himself. 3 
It is about thirty-two years since he 
firat came to New York, an unknown 
young artist. How quickly the magic 
of his art wrought its effect, how 
speedily his name was made, how his 
fame spread over the country like the 
sweep of a@ prairie fire and brought all 
sorts and conditions of men under his 
spell; the fabulous sums he earned, the 
generosity with which he lavished them 
and himself for the artistic benefit of 
the United States—all these things are 
already legendary. He has many times 


_ revisited America since, and has finally 


found almost a second home here. He 
has played in recitals and in concerts 
that it would need a special history to 
chronicle. In these American tours he 
has lived through an artist's life; hia 
atyle has changed, developed; his artis- 
tic ideals, hot only in piano playing 


but in composition, in which he is @ 
teat and original force, have gone 
rough an evolution. 


Five Years Out of Practice. 


He has been out of the musical life 
for five years, suspending the daily 
practice of his art ‘which, for most per- 
formers, is an indispensable condition 
for proficiency in it. Five years have 
been added to the years of a lifetime) 
that already signified something. What 
were to be the results on his playing 
at this reappearance? In what ‘*‘ form’”’ 
would the great artist appear? None 
could doubt that there were many ele- 


ments of hig@artistic personality that 
age could n wither. But art, esps- 
cially that of the interpreting artist, is 
@ severe, a jealous mistress, and will 
not brook neglect too long. Would Mr, 
Paderewski return with. his technical 
powers so unimpaired that his sway 
would suffer no diminution? 

His sway was exerted yesterday upon 
an audience primed with expectation 
and eager to offer its admiration, It 
rose to greet him with warm enthuéi- 
asm in its welcome. It Was an unnerv- 
ing moment, sufficient at least to have 
its effect upon his playing of the first 
number of his program. In this pro- 
gram he may be said to have made ho 
challenge except to his own record. It 
Was a program of pieces all of which 
he has played not dozens but scores 
of times in New York: Mendelssohn's 
“Variations Sérieuses,’ Schumann's 
Fantasy in C, Peethoven’s ‘‘ Appassion- 
ata "’ sonata, Chopin's G = ballade, 
Nocturne in G, Op. 37, No. mazurka 
in B flat minor, and Scherzo an Cc sharp 
minor; Liszt's ‘‘ Au Bord d’une Sourte,”’ 
concert étude in F minor and polensing 
in E. After the sonata he playéd an 
Impromptu by Schubert, and at the 
close there was re-enacted that scené 
of maenadic females rushin to the 
front that first cc me into fashion In the 
early days of his New York playing, for 
whom he added many more. pleces. 


Bich Variety of Tone. 


It need not be maintained that Mr. 
Paderewski had achieved the impossible 
and presented himself as he waa in the 
plenitude of his powers. Yet it may be 
said that in the vicissitudes of concert 
giving he has played in New York in 
years past when he was less master of 
his powérs than he was yesterday. It 
did not appear that his technical powers 
were unimpaired. In Mendelssohn's 


variations this was shown chiefly by 
some passages of confusion and lack of 
clearness. He displayed in numerous 
laces that tendency to force the tone of 
{fs instrument, 
wiriness, that is no new development of 
Mr. Paderewski’s playing in Schu- 
mann’s Fantasy, in certain passages of 
the sonata, in the scherzo, in Liszt's 
Olonaise, There were passages of cloud- 
ness; but they were few, and there was 
surprisingly little of the bugbear of} 
“‘ wrong notes.’ 
But it is more to the purpose to think

Harding at the White House. The 
convention ¢ompléted its meeting to- 
night with a dinner, at which Colonel 
Robert M. Thompson, the leading spirit 
in the reorganization, presided and 
prominent Government officials spoke. 

The latest additions to the Ameérican 
Olympic Assoclation inélude the Na- 
tional Amateur Athletic Federation, the 
United States Lawn, Tennis Association, 
the National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
cation, the National Remourfit Associa- 
tion and the Navy League.

Ih Addition to the $6,500 in cash prizes 
that were offéred, it had besh agtreéd 
that the first five playerS should share 
the eftire fet réveipts on a percentage 
basis: The gross recéipts for the tourna- 
mént amourntéd to moré than $17,000. It 
cést somewhat if excess of $9,000 to 
Stage the event. Thus the net gate re- 
Geipts were $8,000. The conditions pro- 
vided that the playér finishing first 
should receive 46 per cent.; second, 23 
per cent.; third, 15 per cent,; fourth, 12 
her cént., afd fifth, 4 per cent. : 

On this basis Hoppe receivéd $3,680;

and Boston. On Saturday there will be 
an almost continuous procession of pas- 
senger trains arriving here, beginning 
at 12:11 A. M. The last football specia 
will leave New York for New Haven at 
11:04 A. M. All specials are directed to 
be ready to leave New Haven for New 
York or Boston at 4:10 P. M. 

In the general day’s work all passen- 
ger trains are expected to be run in two 
or more sections. The special trains from 
New York are to be thoroughly inspected 
before starting, and those from Boston 
will be looked over at New London. In 
this city flagmen will be stationed at the 
Olive Street cut and at Lamberton Street 
to relieve flagmen of incoming passen- 
ger trains.

STRIKE 10 EXEMPT 
ALL PUBLIC WORKS 


Unions Except Certain Buildings 
in Case All Bricklayers 
Are Called Out. 


EMPLOYERS STAND FIRM 


Threaten Lockout on Monday Unless 
Men Return to Jobs Un- 
der Construction. 


Work on schools, public buildings and 
charitable institutions will not be 
stopped in event of any cessation of 
work during the next weck because of 
the controversy between the bricklay- 
ers’ unions and the Mason Builders’ 
Association over the employment 
of independent union laborers. This was 


announced last night by union officials 
following a conference at which the 
situation was discussed. 

Frank E. Conover, President of the 
Mason Builders’ Association, said that 
the employera stood firm on the de- 
mand that work be resumed of all con- 
struction work where the bricklayers 
are on atrike or every unton bricklayer 
would be locked out next Monday. He 
said that no further attempt had been 
made by the bricklayers to tie up vcon- 
struction work ahd the “situation is 
unchanged.’’ 

Following a conference with represen- 
tatives of the bricklayers and the Inter- 
national Building Laborers’ Union, F. 
Paul Vaccarelli, President of the Kxecu- 
tive Board of the International Hodcar- 
riers, Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union said that work had been resumed 
on all but one of the jobs on which tha 
bricklayers had béen reported as quit- 
ting. e said that the employers had 
made these jobs ‘‘ 100 per cent. A. F. of 
L."" by employing the international union 
laborérs. His statement, however, was 
denied by officials of the employers’ aa- 
sociation, who reported that ‘there had 
been no change in the situation. 

Mr. Vaccarelli sald that he and Thom- 
as F, Lynch, representing the bricklay- 
ers, had ‘‘ agreed not to permit any of 
their delegates to bring about a cessa- 
tion of work on any building now in the 
course of construction in the greater city 
which is being built for schvols, public 
buildings and charitable institutions, re- 
gardiess of whethér it is 100 per cent. 
unionized or not.’’ 

Cc. G. Norman, Chairman of the Board 
of Governors of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association, estimated last 
night that between $75,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000 worth of building construction | 
was threatened by the tie-up set for next | 
Monday. 

He said that the building trades em- 
oe ig were determined to stand by 
their contract with the Independent} 
building laborers’ union. He estimated | 
that the indépendent building laborers 
were manning 75 per cent. of the con- 
etruction jobs in the city.

ADOPTS OIL GRAVITY BASIS. 


Prairie Company Discards Buying 
Crude at Barrel Rates. 


TULSA, Okla., Nov. 22.,—The Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company, the largest pur- 
chaser of crude oll in the Mid continent 


field, announced today that, effective 
at once, it would buy crude oil in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and North Texas on 
a gravity basis instead of paying the 
one price of $1.25 or more a barrel, as 
it has been doing for the last 15 years. 

The new method is expected by . oil 
authorities: to prove a stumbling block 
to small refiners. These interests buy oil 
at a stipulated premium above the 
posted price of the Prairie Company, 
and they have been paying approxi- 
mately the same prices as the big pur- 
chaser, except in certain higher grades, 
where the Prairie prices are slightly 
higher than those being paid by refiners. 

Oil of 88 degrees, for instance, has 
been purchased by the refinersjofr 25 
cents above the Prairie posted price of 
$1.25 a barrel, but under the new 
schedule the Prairie pays $1.60 for this 
grade. 

About 50 per cent. of the entire pro- 
duction of the Mid continent field js 
affected. 


Showing Novel Thermometers. 
Now that the seasonable chill in the 


air has turned attention to temperatures, 
one of the big optical dealers here is of- 
fering two novel types of thermometers. 
One of these, which is not unlike a 
small sundial in appearance, makes use 
of no spirit or ‘mercury in its operation. 
It works on thé vacuum chamber 
rinciple, and as the warmth of a room 
icreases the rising temperature is in- 
dicated on a flat dial by a tiny red 
metal pennant that fs attached to a 
vertica ost. The figure on the dial 
over which the point of the pennant 
stops Indicates the degree of heat. This 
thermometer. comes in several styles and 
retails at $5 and up. The other novelty 
is a double thermometer which registers 
outside and inside“ temperatures simul- | 
taneously insfde a room. The section of 
the device that registers the outside tem- | 
perature is attached to another part, | 
which is outdoors, by a six-foot cord 
through which runs a small capillary | 
tube containing spirit. It is thus possible | 
to detirmine the outside temperature 
without going closer to a window than 
six feet, though the distance may be 
shortened as desired.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—While May wheat 
sold up to $1.18% at one time, a new

GRAIN PRODUCTS INCREASE 


Coal Shipments Filled 188,312 Cars 
~All Classes Show Gain Over 
Previous Year. 


Car loadings for the week ended Nov. 
11 totaled 953,909, a decrease of 40,918 
cars as compared with the preceding 
week, but an increase of 198,132 as com- 
pared with the same week of 1921, and 
an increase of 26,323 over the cor- 
responding -week of 1920. The decrease | 
from the week ended Noy. 4 was at-! 
tributed to the observance of Election 
Day and Armistice Day throughout the 
country. 

Loadings. of grain and grain products 
totaled 52,501 cars for the week, or 589 
cars more than were loaded the week 
before. This was also an increase of 
18,415 cars as compared with the same | 
week of 1921 and an Increase of 17,994 


cars as compared with the same week 
of 1920. Coal loadings stood at 188,312 
cars, a decrease of 5,765 below the week 
before, but 33,562 cars more than the 
same week of 1921. As against 1920 it 
Was a decrease of 34,562 cars. 
Lonaiaae of merchandise and miscel- 
laneous freight amounted to 563,047 cars, 
27,360 cars less than the week before, 
but an.increase of 95,306 cars,over a 
year ago. As against the same week 
of 1920 it was an increase of 52,802 cars. 
Ore loadings totaled 39,383 cars, a de- 
crease of 7,663 cars from the previous 
week but an increase of 30,648 cars 4

States. ‘There was considerable’ cloudi- 
ness In Iowa and fields continued too 
soft for husking. Slow progress was 
“made, with further report of damage | 
to corn that has. been blown down. | 


sour! and husking progressed rapidly in | 
Great Plains States, except where fields | 
were too wet in Eastern Kansas. Husk- | 
ing progressed under generally fayora- 
ble weather conditions in Atlantic Coast 
States. nN 

‘There was rain in the northwestern 
portion of the cotton belt, which resulted | 
in some delay in harvestnig tate cotton. | 
Some top crop was reported as matur- 
ing in Texas. Weather was favorable | 
for outdoor work in the northeastern | 
portion of the belt and harvest made 
good progress in the section. 

‘*Purther rainfail in the Ohio Valley 
States, together with prevailing mild | 
temperatures for season, was beneficial 
for Winter wheat and other Fall sown 
grains in that area. Additional moisture 
was especially helpful in Kentucky, 
where soll was put in good condition 
and late seeded wheat was coming up. 
This crop was reported in fine condition 
generally in Illingis and as making! 
progress in yeidiana, while showers ap- |! 
peared in. Ohio.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Imports of 
gold into the United States during Oc- 
tober aggregated $21,000,000, compared 
with $47,000,000 in October a year ago, 
[ees for the ten »months ended with 
| October the total was $230,000,000, com- 
| pared with $608,000,000 during the cor- 
responding months a year ago. 

Exports of gold during the month ag- 
gregating $18,000,000, as compared with 
$1,000,000 in September and $7,500,000 
in October, 1921, were the greatest for 
any month since November, 1920. Gold 
exports for the ten months’ period ag- 
gregated $31,000,000, against $21,000,000 
a year ago. 

Imports of silver during October were 
$4,000,000, as compared with $7,000,000 
in October a year ago, while for the ten 
months silver imports totaled $57,000,000, 
agafnst $52,000,000 last year. 

Silver exports for the month were $3,- 
000,000, against $5,000,000, and for the 
ten months amounted to $49,000,000, com- 
pared with $40,000,000. 


The dispatch does not make it clear 
whether the above figures cover the 


month of October*alone or, as in the 
case of the merchandise trade _ state- 
iment, the whole period since the Tariff 
act went into force on Sept. 21. It is

Holds Receipt for That Amount “In

Trial of a suit brought by Dr. Emmett 
D. Page of 274 Gates Avenue, Brooklyn, 
to recover $3,500 from Oscar E. Konkle, 
President of the Realty Sureties, Inc., 
and living at 448 Central Park West, 
was begun before Justice Isaac M. Kap- 
per and a jury in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday.

Mrs. Konkle, following the advice of 
Dr. Page, underwent an operation for 
stomach trouble in December, 1921. His 
services include professional visits to 
her while she was in the hospital after 
the operation. Konkle testified that Dr. 
Page asked $100 for his- services, and 
he paid that bill, receiving a receipt ‘‘ in 
full settlement.’’ He also testified that 
he paid $1,490 ‘‘ for nursing and board- 
ing ’’ at the hospital for his wife. Mrs. 
Konkle denied that Dr. Page rendered 
her any service while she was at the 
hospital. He did. not perform the opera- 
tion. 

Replying to questions*by counsel for 
Dr. Page, Konkle denied that he ever 
represented himself to Dr. Page as a 
janitor of an apartment house or gave 
the physician the impression that he 
was in. poverty. Dr. Page said that 
Konkle declared he worked as a janitor 
of an anartment house and had an in- 
come of $3,000 a year from his “ apart- 
ment house business.’’ The physician 
later discovered that Konkle was part 
owner of three apartment houses, Kon- 
kle testified that his equity in the apart- 
ment houses was $25,000. He admitted 
that he collected tne rents from the 
three buildings, which totaled $61,000 a 
year. Counsel for both sides will sum 
up today.
